nel more than a. month with imple- 
ments stolen from the stone pile in 
the prison yard. Disposal of the dirt 
was accomplished by packing it in 
small bags and gradually dumping it 
down a drain pipe in their cell. Stone 
encountered in the tunnel was broken 
into small pieces, concealed by the 
convicts on their persons and thrown 
on the dirt pile in the yard. 


For light in their underground work 


the prisoners utilized a tin tooth 
powder can from which the top had 
been removed and pieces of rag twist- 
ed in the shape of a wick, similar to 
a miner's lamp. 
For fuel they used 


oil stolen fro mthe machine shop. 


The tunnel consisted of a drop of 


16 feet below the cell floor and ex-

HUGO SHNM3S» DEATH 


Hugo Sttxwea, important though his 


role has b«*n in the post-war affair* 
of Germany, wffl not take his place 
In German history as one of the 
Belch's greatest men. He was a pro- 
duct of oJrctnnstanoe. He was made 
by. th« war and its aftermath and his 
reputed fabulous wealth came to him 
chiefly through business sagacity ap- 
plied during ft period when it was not 
difficult for a man of multttarfoua ac- 
tivity to double the value of his hold- 
ings.

Stinnes' fortune was ,«|tlmat«* S*,3 to 
000000 marks, which according to 
competent calculations, increased dur- 
ing the war and the revo utlon to 
more than 1 000.000.000 ™ark£ 
Although Stinnes proved himself to 


be perhaps the greatest industrial 
oreanizer Germany ever produced, he 
was never graduated so to speak, from 
the working class He had the appear- 
ance and bearing of a worker, and 
could go about in the clothes of a 
foreman or a miner without attract- 
ing attention. 
He was once describ- 


ed as like a piece of coal wandering 
about among his own coal mines. 
His external appearance was devoid 


of pose, and he seemed heavy and 
solid 
His massive head was set 


£pon a stocky trunk. 
His black hair 


was cropped close, his face was pale 
and expansive; his nose was declded- 
?v hooked, hii. eyes heavily underlin- 
ed and his beard as black as coal. 
A 'German newspaper became popu- 
lar over night by calling him the 
"Assyrian King." 
Novelties and toys were passion 


with. Stinnes. 
He would be capti- 


vated in the street by the eight of a 
peddler's pack, and if he discovered 
a new kind of fountain pen or safety 
razor among the man's wares, his ex- 
citement was almost boundless. 
Stinnes, like most men of action, 
was a person of few words except 
•when asked to discuss his financial 
affairs and then he was verbose to 
a degree that tried the patience of 
his auditors. 
His egotism was no 
less pronounced, than his juvenility 
and his love of toys. 
He once stated to a French inter- 


ciewer that he was the "richest man 
in the world;" that he owned all Ger- 
many, and expected in time to pos-

sees Austria and perhaps Hungary. 
'They can't get along without me", 
he remarked with tragic gravity, then 
added reflectively, "neither can Eng- 
land." 


He delighted in producing a huge 


bank roll, inviting inspection of its 
size, then restoring it to his pocket 
with the proud revelation, "all mine '. 
AVhen he passed a newspaper office 
he would remark that it was all his 
When hf. walked into a big hotel he 
would proclaim that it all belonged 
to him. 
He was not in the least ar- 


rogant about it. 
There were mo- 


ments, his associates said, when Hugo 
Stinnes even ~"emed sorry to be so 
rich. 
But as a rule he endured the 


fact with fortitude. 


A general character, Stinnes dis- 


played irascibility only when the size 
of his fortune was disputed. 
He had 


one clinching argument. 
He would 
take doubters to one of his hotels 
and feast them royally. 


"Eat what you like", he would say. 


"The place is all mine." 
The magnate himself took no de- 


llght In food, had no ear for music, 
never read books, saw nothing Inter- 
esting In nature, and seldom was seen 
at the theater, although ho numbered 
several of them among his posses- 
sions. 


"My business" he,would say. "so 


entirely occupies my mind that there 
Is no room for anything else." 


He owned his first evening suit in 


1917, and was persuaded to purchase 
it by Albert Ballln, creator of the 
Hamburg-American 
Line. 
Before 
that he always appeared at dinners 
and banquets in what he termed his 
working clothes. 
He was seldom 


asked to speak In public, for the In- 
variably drifted into a tirade against 
the aristocracy, which he hated with 
all the fire of his complex nature. 


His only heroes 
wore 
men 
who 
started with nothing and amassed for- 
tunes. 
"Ixiok at those high-brows", h« 


would say. ".What did they ever do 
for Germany! 
They lost the war for 


us yet see the airs they give them- 
selves. 
I could buy them all up and 


never miss the money." 
This was a 


favorite extract from, the heart of nis 
Socialistic beliefs. 
Yet Stinnes himself did not start 


with nothing. 
He belonged to an 


eminent Jewish family long in com- 
merce, and received substantial aid 
from his father after completing his 
studios in a technical school. 
He 
was born Feb. 12, 1870, and from 
earlist boyhood was trained in the 
principles of commerce and trade. 
When the World War broke over 


Europe. Stinnes was transacting some 
business in Gustein. 
He read Aus- 
tria's ultimatum to Serbia and in- 
stantly recognized it as war. 
He 


hurried to hie Muelheim home, spent

The most human side of Stinnes 


seemed to be domestic.

When residing In Berlin, Htlnnes and 
his little girl would go In the after- 
noon te the «oo, and there the calcu- 
lating magnate 
would 
temper 
his 


vole* wth a note f sadness and tell 
over and over again about the poor 
lion that had to be killed during the 
war because food was s*. scarce. 
The Industrial prince of Germany 


cared nothing for luxury, and had no 
personal extravagances. 
He owned 
several motor cars, but usually walk- 
ed or rode In a trolley car. 
He was 
often seen running through the streets 
of Berlin like a school boy. but no 
one more than glanced at him. for 
all knew Stinnes and his eccentri- 
cities. 
If his presence were requir- 


ed at one of the mines, he might be 
seen plodding along the street with 
a group of blackened miners, or else 
clinging to a strap in a street, car 
surrounded by his workers, who treat- 
ed him as one of their number. 
His apartments were modest, al- 


though he owned the hotel In which 
he lived.

At the council meeting held at the 
Masonic hall last Tuesday, the report 
of Chief Engineer J. X. Ambler was 
heard.

The original proposed plan of . L.

million plant to be erected in the third 
hollow of the river, and, a committee 
appointed by the council was to in- 
vestigate the purchase of the water 
right from H. Lr. Lane, and the right 
of way to lay pipes.
